Hedley asked for time to consult with 
his supervisors, and when this was re- 
fused he rejected all demands and pre- 
pared to operate his lines with new re- 
cruits. In anticipation of the strike a 
large body of strike breakers had been 
brought on from the west by James 
Farley, the professional organizer of 
strike breakers. These had been held 
in reserve on a steamer and promptly 
took the place of the strikers. Owing 
to-their inexperience and the interfer- 
ence of the strikers’ few trains were 
run the first day and several accidents 
occurred, on one of which, several per- 
sons were hurt. 

Mayor McCtellan’s offer to arbitrate 
the differences.was accepted by the 
strikers, but declined by the company. 
Both sides charged bad faith in regard 
to former agreements. The public was 
greatly inconvenienced, as the surface 
lines could not possibly handle the’ad- 
ditional traffic. In three days the strike 
was practically broken, and the nation- 
al officers of the unions ordered the 
men to return. : 

Grand Chief, Stone of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers revoked 
the charter of the local union. Both 
he and President Mahon of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Employees had previously repudi- 
ated the strike, which was called with- 
out their consent.

For a New Bethlehem. 


Philadelphia architects have prepared 
specifications for 960 dwellings to be 


erected at Bethlehem, Pa., at an ex- 


pense of $1,500,000 for the purpose of 
housing additional workmen in connec- 
tion with contemplated government 
armor plate business by the Bethlehem 
Steel company. The houses will be 
two story brick with porch fronts and 
modern improvements, each bouse 
measuring 15 by 40 feet and contain- 
ing seven rooms. When the company’s 
new buildings are completed 5,000 ad- 
ditional men will be employed. 


Railroads Hit at Wisconsin. 

Chicago hears that the Northwestern 
and’ St. Paul railroad systems have 
adopted the policy of avoiding invest- 
meiits in the state of Wisconsin on ac- 
count of the known hostility of the 
state government toward railroad leg- 
islation. Under the new system of 
state: taxation the railroads this year 
will have to pay an increase of $2,000,- 
000 in taxes. 


First Trip of the Caronia. 

The steamship Caronia, the latest ad- 
dition to the Cunard line ‘and one of 
the biggest and finest vessels afloat, 
arrived at New York March 5 from 
Liverpool, completing her maiden voy- 
age. She is 675 feet long, 72 feet 6 
inches wide and 97 feet from keel to 
bridge. She was not built for speed, 
but comfort, and can carry 3,100 pas- 
sengers without crowding. When load- 
ed to her full capacity her displace- 
ment is 30,000 tons.

EDUCATIONAL 


Cambridge Retains Greek. 

The graduates of Cambridge univer- 
sity, England, have voted 1,559 to 1,052 
against the proposal to abolish compul- 
sory Greek in the university course. 
This subject has been agitating the 
public for some time. Not long ago Ox- 
ford reached a similar decision. 


New Programme at Columbia. 

The faculty of Columbia university, 
New York, has decided upon a plan 
degrees 
more quickly by not requiring candi- 
dates to be prepared in an ancient 
language at the time of matriculation. 
Thus candidates for the degree of 
bachelor of science’ may obtain both a 
college and a professional degree in 
six years. The granting of the degree 
will not be determined by years of 
residence, but. by actual work accom- 
plished. A total number of 124 points, 
one point representing one hour a week 
for half a year, will be the minimum 
requirement for a graduate. 


To Investigate Professor Hilprecht. 
The trustees of the University of 


Pennsylvania have promised to inves- 
tigate the charges against Professor 


‘Hilprecht, the Assyriologist who has 


charge of the explorations in Baby- 
lonia, which have been brought by 
the. Rev. J..P. Peters of Columbia uhi- 
versity and others. Dr. Peters says 
that the clay 
fablets are not 
a part of the 
fruits of the 
American exca- 
cavations, but 
were acquired 
from English’ ex- 
plorers. Profess- 
or Paul Haupt 
of John Hopkins 
at the same 
time has charg- 
ed Dr. Hilprecht 
with unscholar- 
ly misrepreseri- 
Y tation and has 
doubted the ex- 
—4é istence of the 
Professor Hilprecht. tablet library at 
Nippur, which forms the basis of Dr. 
Hilprecht’s fame. Dr. Hilprecht claims 
to possess the tablets of this library, 
but has not yet given any of the trans- 
lations to the world. The investiga- 
tion will be made on Dr. Hilprecht’s 
request. Dr. Herman Ranke of the 
Museum of Arts and Sciences at the 
University of Pennsylvania is the one 
who first brought the question to pub- 
lie attention by quizzing Hilprecht at 
the meeting of the American Philo- 
sophical society. 


New System at Princeton. 

A committee of wealthy Princeton 
graduates has undertaken to raise the 
sum of $2,500,000 for the purpose of in- 
troducing the tutorial system at their 
alma mater. This is the system which 
President Wilson has recently urged. 
It involves the employment of a large 
number of special instructors to act as 
counselors and friends of small groups 
of students on intimate terms. Thus it 
is hoped that the students will acquire 
lifelong habits of study instead of be- 
ing merely receptacles of lecture room 
facts. A somewhat similar system pre- 
vailed at the old English universities.

the trees are practically denuded,. be 
carefully removed, and those found to

Births, Marriages and Deaths. 


Many people will be interested to 
know the number of births, marriages 
and deaths during the year 1904. It is 
a singular fact that the number of 
births last year and the year previous 
were exactly the same, 100 being the. 
total for each year. 

There were fewer marriages during 
1904 than during 1903, the former year 
having only 60 while during 1903 there 
were 70 couples united. 

The deaths increased by 7 in 1904 over 
1903, there being 93 in 1903 while there 
were 100 in 1904. The month of Decem- 
ber seems to be the month when the 
grim reaper gathers the greatest har- 
vest. In December 1903 there were 14 
deaths recorded dnd in 1904 there were 
2 less. 

The oldest persons to’ pass away last 
year were Mrs. Dorcas Abbott: Clark, 87 
years, five months and Mrs. Mary L. 
Hamilton, 86 years, 27 days. There 
were 8 who were over 80 years, 17 be- 
tween 70 and 80, 18 between 60 and 70, 
and 12 between 50 and 60. The remain- 
ing 45 were less than 50 years of age.

Kentucky’s Oi! Attack. 

The grand jury at Cynthiana, Ky., has 
brought 200 indictments against the 
Standard Oil company.

The fine in each 
ease varies from $50 to $1,000, and the 
lowest penalty will reach $10,000. The 
indictments are a result of a recent de- 
cision in the Kentucky court of appeals 
holding the trust liable for license in an 
Oldham county case. 


Bryan Gives Up Bequest. 

The supreme court of Connecticut 
March 9 handed down a decision in the 
Philo 8S. Bennett will case against W. 
J. Bryan, who had been contesting the 
will on the ground of being a beneti- 
ciary to the extent of $50,000, as pro- 


vided in a “sealed letter” left by Mr.. 


Bennett. This decision upholds the 
superior court, which contended that 
the clause in the will bequeathing $50,- 
000 to W. J. Bryan is void. It was 
said that Mr. Bryan would not proceed 
further. 


Decision Against Harriman. 

The United States supreme court an- 
nounced its decision March 6 against 
granting an injunction to prevent the 
proposed pro rata distribution of the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
stocks held by the Northern Securities 
company. This denies the right of E. 
H. Harriman and others to have re- 
turned to them the identical Northern 
Pacific stock which they had sold to 
the holding company. This decision 
closed the case, and preparations have 
been made to distribute the stock held 
by the Northern Securities on Mr. Hill's 
plan. 


Mrs. Stanford’s Bequests. 

The will of Mrs. Jane L. Stanford, 
whose death occurred at Honolulu un- 
der circumstances that indicated mur- 
der, has been filed at San Francisco. It 
leaves $2,000,000 in trust for various 
relatives, $1,000,000 to her brother, 
Charles G. Lathrop, and $85,000 to San 
Francisco charities. Her art collection 
and plate go to the Stanford museum. 
The sum of $15,000 is left to Miss Ber- 
ner, the secretary who was with Mrs. 
Stanford at the time of her death and 
who has been under police gurvelllance, 
Smaller sums are left to ether house- 
hold servants.

The fugitive United States army<offi- 
cers, Colonel Gaynor and Captain 
Greene, charged with Savannah har- 
bor frauds, who long have kept out of 
American jurisdiction by remaining in 
Canada, were arrested in Quebec 
March 5 and at once brought to Mont- 
real and locked up pending their ap- 
pearance before the extradition com- 
missioners.

Committee Amends Treaty. 

The senate committee on foreign re- 
lations, to which the Santo Domingo 
protocol had been referred, agreed 
without division that the treaty should 
be amended by striking from the pre- 
amble the declaration that the United 
States would “view any attempt on the 
part of governments outside of this 
hemisphere to oppress or control the 
destiny of the Dominican republic as a 
manifestation of an unfriendly dispo- 
sition toward the United States.” An- 
other change agreed upon was to dis- 
claim responsibility for any future debt 
of Santo Domingo.

Appropriations For 1906. 

The grand total of expenditures for 
the next fiscal year authorized by the 
recent session of congress, according 
to the statement issued March 8 by the 
clerks of the house and senate appro- 
priations committees, is $818,478,914. 
This is a net increase of $37,306,539 
over the appropriations for the current 
year. About half of the increase is 
chargeable to the river and harbor bill, 
with its $18,251,875. The other appro- 
priation bills run as follows: Agricul- 
tural, $6,850,000; army, $69,102,772; dip- 
lomatie, $2,123,048; District of Colum- 
bia, $9,798,297; fortifications, $6,747,893; 
Indian, $7,857,720; legislative, $29,133,- 

2; Military academy, $673,713; navy, 
$100,396,680; pensions, $138,250,100; 
postoftice, $181,022,094; sundry civil, 
$67,063,750; deficiencies, $31,180,810; 
miscellaneous, $3,250,000; permanent 
appropriations, $146,836,320. 

Representative Livingston, the rank- 
ing Democratic member of the house 
appropriations committee, gave out a 
comparative statement comparing the 
last administration with-that of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. He finds that the 
cost of government under Cleveland 
amounted to $2,016,345,753, while for the 
four years to end June 30, 1906, the to- 
tal is $3,153,334,292. He charges the 
increase largely to militarism, for he 
finds that $498,074,050 more has been 
spent for military purposes under 
Roosevelt than under Cleveland.

CRUSADE AGAINST BROWN TAILS 


At the town meeting Saturday, th2 


'sum,of $500 was appropriated by ‘the 


town for the use of the tree warden in 


the extermination of the brown tal 
moth, and Tree Warden Alfred H. 
; Wagland is now engaged in carrying 


out the will of the town in this mat- 
ter. For a few days past he has had 


' a Rang ot four or five climberS at work 


cutting the egg ladened leaves from 
trees. The work thus far under 
Mr. Wagland’s direction has been con- 
fined to the Arlington district, as the 
village was gone over a few months 
ago by climbers for the Village Im- 
provement society. The men have 
worked through Centre, Carleton, Mer- 
rill, Annis, Phillips and Kirk streets 
and a portion of Broadway, thorough- 
ly stripping the trees in the street as 


; they pass, and where asked to do so, 
| ridding the trees on private land of the 


pest. The 19 trees in the. Arlington 


; school yard, which were heavily load- 


ed with the pest have been gone over. 
The men are obtaining the egg laden- 
ed leaves by bags full. Some fdea can 
be obtained of the vaiue of the work 
done, from the fact that already with- 
in the past few days, two or three 
barrels of the leaves nave been gath- 
ered, 

Mr. Wagland wishes to call the at- 
tention of the property owners of the 
necessity of having the trees on their 
property attended to. Those who want 
the work done may have it done under 
Mr. Wagland’s” direction, by the 
climbers now working, at the actual 
cost. which will be comparatively 
small. Mr. Wagland says that the 
trees on private land are in most cases 
in worse condition than those along 
the streets. Especially in orchards :s 
this the case, as the moth shows great 
partiality to pear trees, and in hun- 
dreds of cases these trees are practi- 
cally smothered with the pest. If 
measures are not taken for their de- 
struction not only will the trees upon 
which the eggs have been deposited 
be destroyed by the ravages of the 
caterpillar. but the surrounding trees 
as well so that the work of the tree 
warden in removing the pest from the 
trees on the street will become par- 
tially ineffective. For this reason it is 
urged that this matter be attended to 
at once. 

Many have already availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of having 
this work on private land done cheaply 
and thoroughly. 

After the work in the Arlington d's- 
trict has bcen completed as far as po:;- 
sible. Mr. Wagland- will probably 
send the men to the vicinity of Quincy 
street, in the east part of the town to 
ae much needed work there.
